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U.S. readies tougher sanctions for Russia

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Obama administration is 
preparing to ratchet up 
sanctions on Russia and 
boost assistance for the 
Ukrainian military in the 
coming days, U.S. offi¬ 
cials said Wednesday, as 
Ukraine struggles to con¬ 
tain a pro-Russian uprising 
in its eastern cities. 

Officials said they had no 
plans to levy new sanctions 
ahead of Thursday’s talks in 
Geneva between the U.S., 
Russia, Ukraine and the Eu¬ 
ropean Union. But with low 
expectations for a break¬ 
through in those meet¬ 
ings, officials already have 
prepared targets for sanc¬ 
tions that include wealthy 
individuals close to Russian 


President Vladimir Putin 
and the entities they run. 
“Each time Russia takes 
these kinds of steps that 
are designed to destabilize 
Ukraine and violate their 
sovereignty, there are go¬ 
ing to be consequences,” 
President Barack Obama 
said in an interview with 
CBS News. “Mr. Putin's de¬ 
cisions aren't just bad for 
Ukraine. Over the long¬ 
term, they're going to be 
bad for Russia." 

The administration also was 
working on a package of 
non-lethal assistance for 
Ukraine's military. The assis¬ 
tance, which was expect¬ 
ed to be finalized this week, 
could include medical 
supplies and clothing for 
Ukraine's military, but was 
expected to stop short of 
providing body armor and

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other military-style equip¬ 
ment. 

Ukraine has asked for mili¬ 
tary assistance from the 
U.S., a request that was be¬ 
lieved to include lethal aid 
like weapons and ammu¬ 
nition. But Obama admin¬ 
istration officials said they 
were not actively consider¬ 
ing supplying Ukraine with 
lethal assistance, a step 
they said could be viewed 
as an escalator/ act by the 
U.S. in the midst of an al¬ 
ready tense situation. 

“We don’t want to see 
more escalation. What we 
want is de-escalation,” 
State Department spokes¬ 
woman Marie Harf said. “At 
the same time we're con¬ 
stantly reviewing Ukrainian 
requests for assistance and 
determining what's most 
appropriate to provide.” 
Administration critics have 
been pressing Obama to 
arm the Ukrainian military in 
order to bolster its efforts to 
reassert control of its east¬ 
ern region from pro-Russian 
insurgents who have seized 
numerous government fa¬ 
cilities. 

Sen. John McCain said 
over the weekend that 
the least the U.S. could do 
was “give them some light 
weapons with which to de¬ 
fend themselves.” 

U.S. assistance to Ukraine’s 
military so far has been limit¬ 
ed to about 300,000 ready- 


to-eat meals, which were 
shipped in late March. The 
U.S. also has authorized a 
$1 billion loan guarantee 
for Ukraine’s fledgling gov¬ 
ernment. 

Secretary of State John 
Kerry arrived in Geneva on 
Wednesday for the high- 
stakes diplomatic meetings 
with Russia, Ukraine and 
the EU. 

A senior State Department 
official suggested Kiev was 
preparing to take a more 
appeasing approach with 
Moscow during the talks, 
with Ukrainian diplomats 
preparing to brief Russia 
on efforts to give more au¬ 
tonomy to regions, protect 
Russian-speaking minori¬ 
ties and allow widespread 
inclusion of candidates 
in upcoming presidential 
elections. Doing so would 
mark a striking urgency to 
avoid confrontation just as 
Kiev struggles to maintain 
its sovereignty against Rus¬ 
sian troops on its borders 
and pro-Russian separat¬ 
ists fueling unrest in eastern 
Ukraine. 

In addition to seeking a way 
to de-escalate tensions be¬ 
tween Kiev and Moscow, 
the Geneva meeting also 
was expected to touch on 
the West’s efforts to help 
stabilize Ukraine’s econ¬ 
omy with an anticipated 
loan by the International 
Monetary Fund.

NEW YORK (AP) — Former 
New York Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg announced 
Wednesday he will spend 
$50 million this year on new 
group that will mix cam¬ 
paign contributions with 
field operations aimed at 
pulling gun-control sup¬ 
porters to the polls in the 
November midterm elec¬ 
tions and beyond. 

His new organization, Ev- 
erytown for Gun Safety, 
plans to mobilize voters to 
back candidates and bal¬ 
lot measures supporting 
such causes as enhanc¬ 


ing background checks for 
gun buyers, according to 
a news release. It will focus 
particularly on women vot¬ 
ers, especially mothers. 

“This new organization will 
bring more people into the 
fight against gun violence, 
which affects every town in 
America,” Bloomberg said 
in a statement. 

Everytown aims to sign up 
one million new supporters 
this year, said the group’s 
president, John Feinblatt. 
America’s most powerful 
pro-gun lobby group, the 
National Rifle Association, 
said it would respond to 
the announcement at its 


annual meeting next week 
in Indianapolis. 

Gun control is a fiercely 
divisive issue in the United 
States, where the right to 
bear arms is enshrined in 
the Constitution, alongside 
such basic rights as free 
speech and freedom of re¬ 
ligion. 

President Barack Obama’s 
plan for broader back¬ 
ground checks for gun 
purchases, along with pro¬ 
posals for a ban on military- 
style assault rifles and limits 
on ammunition capacity, 
failed last year in Congress. 
Pro-gun control politicians 
and activists had hoped

He made nearly $14 
million in federal campaign 
contributions for gun-con¬ 
trol candidates in the 2012 
elections. 

Events kicking off Every¬ 
town 's creation were 
scheduled in towns across 
the United States, including 
Tucson, Arizona, and Den¬ 
ver, Colorado, the sites of 
high-profile shootings in re¬ 
cent years. 

“Moms need to know that 
when they drop their kids 
off at school, they’re learn¬ 
ing math and science, not 
how to duck and cover 
from gunfire,” Shannon 
Watts, who founded the 
pro-gun control group 
Moms Demand Action a 
day after the Newtown 
shooting, said in a state¬ 
ment. □

BOSTON (AP) — Police 
stepped up patrols near 
the Boston Marathon finish 
line after a masked man 
walked in the street with a 
rice cooker in his backpack 
only hours after the city 
marked the anniversary of 
last year’s deadly bomb¬ 
ing. 

Kevin “Kayvon” Edson, 25, 


was sent to Bridgewater 
State Hospital and ordered 
held on $100,000 bail at 
an appearance in court 
on charges of threaten¬ 
ing battery, possession of 
a hoax explosive device, 
threats to commit a crime, 
disturbing the peace, dis¬ 
turbing a public assembly 
and disorderly conduct. His 
next court date was sched¬ 
uled for May 7. 


Edson’s arrest occurred 
hours after ceremonies 
to mark last year's Boston 
Marathon bombings, in 
which two pressure cooker 
bombs hidden in back¬ 
packs exploded, killing 
three people near the fin¬ 
ish line and injuring more 
than 260 others. 

Police expressed confi¬ 
dence in heightened secu¬ 
rity measures for Monday’s 
marathon event while 
acknowledging the chal¬ 
lenge of protecting an esti¬ 
mated 1 million spectators 
and 36,000 runners across 
26.2 miles (42.16 kilometers) 
and eight Massachusetts 
communities. 

Security plans include 
thousands of uniformed 
police, hundreds of plain¬ 
clothes officers and about 
100 strategically positioned 
video cameras that will 
monitor the crowds. Police 
also strongly discouraged 
spectators from bringing 
backpacks. 

Edson was stopped late 
Tuesday after passers-by 
told an officer they saw 
him yelling, walking bare¬ 
foot down the middle of 
a street, veiled in black, in 
pouring rain. His face was 
painted yellow and blue, 
the traditional colors of the 
marathon, police said. The 
street was open to pedes¬ 
trians at the time, and po¬ 
lice said his presence was 
not a security breach. 

The backpack was de¬ 
stroyed. Police determined 
that the bag's contents 



were not explosive. 
According to a police re¬ 
port read aloud in court, 
after Edson was read his 
rights, he told an officer: 
“I knew what I was doing, 
it was conceived in my 
head. It’s symbolism, come 
on. The performance got 
the best of me.” 


In a statement, his family 
said, “Our family is so sorry 
and emotionally over¬ 
whelmed by the events at 
the finish line of the Boston 
Marathon yesterday. To 
have this happen on the 
one-year anniversary of 
such a horrific crime is un¬ 
fathomable.” 
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Yellen: Fed stimulus still needed for job market

NEW YORK (AP) — Federal 
Reserve Chair Janet Yellen 
said Wednesday that the 
U.S. job market still needs 
help from the Fed and that 
the central bank must re¬ 
main intent on adjusting 
its policy to respond to un¬ 
foreseen challenges. 

In her first major speech on 
Fed policy, Yellen sought 
to explain the Fed’s shift¬ 
ing guidance on its interest- 
rate policy, which at times 
has confused or jarred in¬ 
vestors. She said the Fed’s 
policies “must respond to 
significant unexpected 
twist and turns the econo¬ 
my may make." 

“Thus far in fhe recovery 
and fo this day, there is little 
question that the econo¬ 
my has remained far from 
maximum employment,” 
Yellen told an audience at 
the Economic Club of New 
York. 

She said fhe Fed’s forecast 


for moderate growth has 
changed little since last fall 
despite the severe winter. 
Fed officials still see only a 


gradual return to full em¬ 
ployment over the next two 
to three years, Yellen said. 
Yellen said the Fed contin-

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S 

home construction rose 
moderately in March as 
builders resumed work at 
the end of a frigid winter. 
But applications for build¬ 
ing permits slid, clouding 
the outlook for future con¬ 
struction. 

Builders started work on 
946,000 homes at a sea¬ 
sonally adjusted annual 
rate in March, up 2.8 per¬ 
cent from 920,000 in Feb¬ 
ruary, the Commerce De¬ 
partment said Wednesday. 
Construction of single-fam¬ 
ily homes rose 6 percent, 
more than offsetting a 3.1 
percent drop in the con¬ 
struction of apartments, 
condominiums and town 
houses. 

As the weather moderat¬ 
ed, construction rose 30.7 
percent in the Northeast 
and jumped 65.5 percent 
in the Midwest. But it fell 9.1 
percent in the South and 
4.5 percent in the West. 
Applications for permits, a 
gauge of future activity, 
fell 2.4 percent to a sea¬ 
sonally adjusted annual 
rate of 990,000. 

“The outcome is less dy¬ 
namic than anticipated,” 
Annalisa Piazza, an econo¬ 
mist at Newedge Strategy, 
said in a research report. 


Other recent manufactur¬ 
ing indicators have been 
mixed. 

They have signaled great¬ 
er demand heading into 
spring and summer but not 
increased hiring. 
Manufacturers expanded 
at a slightly faster pace in 
March than in February, 
according to an index re¬ 
leased this month by the 
Institute for Supply Man¬ 
agement, a group of pur¬ 
chasing managers. The ISM 
manufacturing index rose 
to 53.7 from 53.2 in Febru¬ 
ary. Readings above 50 in¬ 
dicate expansion. 

Orders for factories in¬ 
creased, but manufactur¬ 
ers hired at their slowest 
pace in nine months, ac¬ 
cording to the index. 

The Labor Department’s 
employment report found 
that factories shed 1,000 
jobs in March. The losses 
came primarily from pro¬ 
ducers of processed food, 
clothing, textiles and paper 
products. 

Those declines were partly 
offset by gains for manu¬ 
facturers of machinery, fur¬ 
niture and primary metals.

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Unfinished business complicates Clinton’s diplomatic legacy

WASHINGTON - It was a 
simple question to some¬ 
one accustomed to much 
tougher ones: What was 
her proudest achievement 
as secretary of state? But 
for a moment, Hillary Rod¬ 
ham Clinton, appearing 
recently before a friendly 
audience at a women’s fo¬ 
rum in Manhattan, seemed 
flustered. 

Clinton played an ener¬ 
getic role in virtually every 
foreign policy issue of Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama’s first 
term, advocating gener¬ 
ally hawkish views internally 
while using her celebrity 
to try to restore America's 
global standing after the hit 
it took during the George 
W. Bush administration. 

But her halting answer 
suggests a problem that 
Clinton could confront as 
she recounts her record in 
Obama’s Cabinet before 
a possible run for president 
in 2016: Much of what she 
labored over so conscien¬ 
tiously is either unfinished 
business or has gone awry 
in his second term. 

From Russia’s aggression in 
Ukraine and the grinding 
civil war in Syria to the lat¬ 
est impasse in the Middle 
East peace process, the 
turbulent world has frus¬ 
trated Obama, and is now 
defying Clinton's attempts 
to articulate a tangible dip¬ 
lomatic legacy. 

“I really see my role as sec¬ 
retary, and, in fact, lead¬ 


ership in general in a de¬ 
mocracy, as a relay race,” 
Clinton finally said at the 
Women in the World meet¬ 
ing, promising to offer spe¬ 
cific examples in a memoir 
she is writing that is sched¬ 
uled to be released in 
June. “I mean, you run the 
best race you can run, you 


hand off fhe baton.” 

The relay metaphor has be¬ 
come a recurring theme 
for Clinton during this year 
of speculation about her 
future. 

She did her part, it suggests, 
but the outcome was out of 
her hands. And so Clinton is 


striking a delicate balance 
when discussing a job that 
would be a critical creden¬ 
tial in a presidential race. 
On the one hand, she 
wants credit for the parts 
of Obama’s foreign policy 
that have worked, like the 
pressure campaign against 
Iran over its nuclear pro¬ 


gram, which she helped 
orchestrate and which has 
pulled Iran to the bargain¬ 
ing table. On the other, 
she is subtly distancing 
herself from the things that 
have not worked out, like 
Obama’s “reset" of rela¬ 
tions with Russia. 


She recently likened Presi¬ 
dent Vladimir Putin’s an¬ 
nexation of Crimea to ac¬ 
tions by Hitler in the 1930s, 
and posted on Twitter a 
photograph of herself with 
members of Pussy Riot, the 
protest group that is Putin’s 
nemesis. 

Clinton’s Republican oppo¬ 


nents, losing no time in try¬ 
ing to define her, note that 
she gave Russia’s foreign 
minister the infamous mis¬ 
translated red plastic but¬ 
ton to reset relations. It said 
“overcharge," not “reset.” 
They have been tireless in 
raising questions about the 


deadly attack on the U.S. 
diplomatic mission in Beng¬ 
hazi, Libya. 

While Republicans are likely 
to make her part of a broad 
critique of the Obama ad¬ 
ministration’s approach to 
national security, Clinton’s 
hawkish views could also 
be a problem in ensuring 
the support of liberals in her 
own party, who are weary 
of foreign entanglements. 

In one sense, though, the 
cascade of foreign crises 
that now bedevil Obama 
could play to Clinton's ad¬ 
vantage. 

By presenting herself in her 
book and in any possible 
campaign as the toughest 
voice in the room during 
the great debates over war 
and peace, she could set 
herself apart from a presi¬ 
dent whose critics charge 
has forsworn America’s 
leadership role in the world. 
Clinton has scrupulously 
avoided publicly criticizing 
Obama; White House aides 
said he still called her for 
advice. 

But in recent interviews, 
current and former admin¬ 
istration officials, foreign 
diplomats, friends and out¬ 
side analysts described 
Clinton as almost always 
the advocate of the most 
aggressive actions consid¬ 
ered by Obama’s national 
security team - and not 
just in well-documented 
cases, like the debate over 
how many additional U.S. 
troops to send to Afghani¬ 
stan or the NATO airstrikes 
in Libya.Q

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Hundreds remain missing after Korean ferry sinks

SEOUL, South Korea - More 
than 280 people, most of 
them students, remained 
unaccounted for Wednes¬ 
day as coast guard and 
navy divers searched a 
ferry that sank hours earlier 
off the southwestern tip of 
South Korea.

Ebola outbreak

The Ebola virus that has 
killed scores of people in 
Guinea this year is a new 
strain — evidence that the 
disease did not spread 
there from outbreaks in 
some other African na¬ 
tions, scientists report. 

“The source of the virus is 
still not known,” but it was 
not imported from nearby 
countries, said Dr. Stephan 
Gunther of the Bernhard 
Nocht Institute for Tropical 
Medicine in Hamburg, Ger¬ 
many. 

He led an international 
team of researchers who 
studied the genetics of the 
virus and reported results 
online Wednesday in the 
New England Journal of 
Medicine. 

The ongoing outbreak has 
caused panic and killed 
more than 120 people in 
West Africa, mostly in Guin¬ 
ea, according to the World 
Health Organization. 

Ebola causes internal 
bleeding and organ failure 
and is fatal in 30 percent

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20 killed as Islamic extremists rampage in Nigeria

ABUJA, Nigeria (AP) — Sus¬ 
pected Islamic militants 
have struck for a fourth 
time in three days in Nige¬ 
ria, killing 20 people includ¬ 
ing a traditional ruler in at¬ 
tacks in the northeast, local 
government and security 
officials said Wednesday. 
The unprecedented string 
of attacks, which started 
with a massive explosion 
in the capital that killed at 
least 75 people, has many 
questioning the ability of 
Nigeria’s military to con¬ 


tain the 5-year-old Islamic 
uprising. It has killed more 
than 1,500 people this year 
alone, compared to an 
estimated 3,600 between 
2010 and 2013. 

“Once again, the sophis¬ 
ticated methods of the 
bombers and insurgents, 
the audacity of their open 
attacks and the devastat¬ 
ing stealth with which they 
operate ... calls into ques¬ 
tion the strategy of the Ni¬ 
gerian security forces and 
their commitment to the 
fight,” The Guardian news¬ 
paper of Nigeria said in an 
editorial Wednesday.

“As Nigeria bleeds all over, 
a more heart-rending phe¬ 
nomenon is the politiciza¬ 
tion of the insurgency," 
the independent and au¬ 
thoritative newspaper said. 
“The ruling elite seems con¬ 
scienceless enough to be 
exploiting the crisis, in sym¬ 
bols and in substance.”

Wednesday morning, gun¬ 
men attacked the village 
of Wala, in Gwoza district, 
and killed 18 people, ac¬ 
cording to a local govern¬ 
ment official and an intel¬ 
ligence agent. They both 
spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity because they are 
not authorized to speak to 
reporters. 


The emir, Idrissa Timta, had 
indicated security forces 
were inadequate and said 
he might have to flee to 
neighboring Cameroon 
“where we may perhaps 
get protection." “We in 
Gwoza have suffered too 
many attacks, killings and 
destruction,” he said. “Our 
people have been forced 
to flee, our markets no lon¬ 
ger operate optimally, food 
items, goods and wares 
are no longer coming in ... 
We want action from gov¬ 
ernment so that lives can 
be saved.” 


Venezuelan talks show signs of progress 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) — Negotiators 
from Venezuela’s government and the 
opposition agreed to broaden member¬ 
ship in a truth commission tasked with in¬ 
vestigating who’s to blame for 41 deaths 
tied to weeks of political unrest. 

The compromise was announced follow¬ 
ing hours of negotiations that took place 
Tuesday night behind closed doors in what 
both sides described as a much-needed if 
torturous attempt at dialogue in a nation 


polarized by 15 years of socialist rule. 
Heading into Tuesday’s talks the govern¬ 
ment had insisted that any probing of the 
protests be led by Congress, which it dom¬ 
inates. But it partially met the opposition’s 
demands for an independent commission 
by agreeing to include national figures 
trusted by both sides. 

Talks that began last week are being 
sponsored by the Vatican as well as three 
South American nations.

HAVANA (AP) — Cuba on 
Wednesday published the 
full language of a new law 
that seeks to make it more 
attractive for foreign inves¬ 
tors to bring badly needed 
capital to the island, but 
provides less advantage 
for projects that are 100 
percent foreign-financed. 
The law was approved by 
parliament and its broad 
outlines were aired in state 
media, and the text is now 
publicly available after be¬ 
ing published in the gov¬ 
ernment’s Official Gazette. 
Havana is betting that the 
measure will make the 
country more attractive 
to the business commu¬ 
nity and bring in more for¬ 
eign investment, which has 
been flat including in the 


years since President Raul 
Castro began a program 
of economic reforms. 

The measure, which takes 
effect in late June, in¬ 
cludes tax breaks for new 
investments and property 
guarantees for investors. 
It also outlines arbitration 
procedures and labor rules 
for foreign-financed proj¬ 
ects. Investments in mixed- 
ownership projects or in 
tandem with independent 
cooperatives will enjoy a 
tax holiday for the first eight 
years of operation and pay 
15 percent on profits after 
that — about half the cur¬ 
rent rate. Such operations 
will also be exempt from 
payroll taxes. 

However, projects that are 
funded completely by for¬ 
eign capital do not auto¬ 
matically qualify for those 


breaks, unless they are 
granted an exemption by 
the government. 


Foreign companies will still 
be required to hire local 
employees through a Cu¬ 
ban employment agency 
instead of directly, some¬ 
thing that many who have 
done business on the island 
have complained about 
for years. The law allows 
for investors to work with in¬ 
dependent cooperatives, 
but does not establish a 
mechanism for the same 
to happen with the small 
private sector that has 
been budding under Cas¬ 
tro’s reforms. The new rules 
replace a law from 1995. 
Officials all the way up to 
Castro have said that get¬ 
ting more foreign invest¬ 
ment is vital if they are to 
meet their economic goals 
in the coming years. 

The law does not rule out 
investment by Cuban emi¬ 
gres overseas, although 


exiles in the United States 
would likely be barred from 
most if not all projects by 
the U.S. embargo, which 
restricts financial transac¬ 
tions with the Cuban gov¬ 
ernment. 

Authorities have said in re¬ 
cent weeks that they are 
not specifically targeting 
the Cuban diaspora for 
investment. They said proj¬ 
ects will be approved on a 
case-by-case basis. 

Arturo Lopez-Levy, a Cu¬ 
ban-born economist at the 
University of Denver, said 
Cuba will miss a big op¬ 
portunity if it doesn’t look 
to emigrants who live in 
countries such as Spain or 
Mexico and are not affect¬ 
ed by the U.S. embargo. 
“There are certain luxuries 
that a country focused 
on development cannot 
take," he said. □ 
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China’s growth slows to 7.4 percent in IQ

BEIJING (AP) — China’s 
economic growth slowed 
further in the latest quar¬ 
ter but appeared strong 
enough to satisfy Chinese 
leaders who are trying to 
put the country on a more 
sustainable path without 
politically dangerous job 
losses. 

The world's second-largest 
economy grew 7.4 per¬ 
cent from a year earlier in 
the January-March quar¬ 
ter, down from the previ¬ 
ous quarter's 7.7 percent, 
government data showed 
Wednesday. It matched a 
mini-slump in late 2012 for 
the weakest growth since 
the 2008-09 global crisis. 
Beijing is trying to guide 
China’s economy toward 
growth based on domes¬ 
tic consumption instead of 
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Chinese shop for groceries at a supermarket in Handan city in north China’s Hebei province. 
China’s consumer inflation edged up in March as food prices rose despite signs the world’s 
second-largest economy is slowing. (AP Photo)

mier Li Keqiang, last week 
ruled out new stimulus and 
said leaders will focus on

“Chinese growth held up

Retail sales and factory 
output were weaker than 
in the previous quarter but 
improved in March.

Court rejects 
bankruptcy 
protection 
for Mt. Gox

TOKYO (AP) — The Mt. Gox 
bitcoin exchange in Tokyo 
is headed for liquidation 
after a court rejected its 
bankruptcy protection ap¬ 
plication. 

Mt. Gox said Wednesday 
the Tokyo District Court de¬ 
cided the company, which 
was a trading platform and 
storehouse for the bitcoin 
virtual currency, would not 
be able to resurrect itself 
under a business rehabilita¬ 
tion process filed for in Feb¬ 
ruary. 

An administrator will try to 
sell the company's assets, 
and many creditors, in¬ 
cluding those who had bit- 
coins with the exchange, 
are unlikely to get any 
money back. 

After Mt. Gox went offline 
in February, its CEO Mark 
Karpeles said 850,000 bit- 
coins worth several hun¬ 
dred million dollars were 
unaccounted for, blam¬ 
ing a weakness in the ex¬ 
change's systems. 

Later, Mt. Gox found 
200,000 of the bitcoins, 
changing the estimate for 
the lost virtual currency to 
650,000 bitcoins, although 
the exact amount is still un¬ 
der investigation. Mt Gox. 
has suggested the bitcoins 
were stolen. The company 
has not been able to con¬ 
firm the bitcoin balances of 
its users. Bitcoins were cre¬ 
ated in 2009 by a mysteri¬ 
ous figure or group known 
as Satoshi Nakamoto and 
are used for transactions 
across borders without 
third parties such as banks. 
They have also become 
an investment craze. 

Mt. Gox said in a statement 
that bankruptcy proceed¬ 
ings are likely to start in the 
U.S. along with the action 
in Japan, but the timing is 
still unclear. □

Hoisting the Cup 
without a hot 
goalie hard to do

The NHL playoffs have ar¬ 
rived, which means if’s 
time for the goalies to get 
going. 

As simplistic as the adage 
can be, predictions of the 
Stanley Cup champion of¬ 
ten tilt toward the guy in 
the crease producing the 
biggest saves of the spring. 
Hoisting the hallowed tro¬ 
phy is hard to do without a 
hot goalie. 

So who are the ones to 
watch this time? 

Corey Crawford was the 
winner last year with Chi¬ 
cago, so let’s skip him. 
League-leading Boston, 
with the stellar Tuukka Rask 
in goal, is probably too ob¬ 
vious. 

Similarly, we’ll pass over 
other top-five seeds with 
well-established netmind- 
ers who finished among the 
league leaders this season: 
Pittsburgh and Marc-Andre 
Fleury, the New York Rang¬ 
ers and Henrik Lundqvist, 
and Montreal’s Carey 
Price. 

Some of the bigger names 
struggled toward the end 


and aren’t taking much 
momentum into the play¬ 
offs: Anaheim's Jonas 

Hiller, St. Louis' Ryan Miller, 
and San Jose's Antti Niemi. 
Kari Lehtonen had a strong 
season for Dallas, but his 
playoff experience is mini¬ 
mal. Philadelphia’s Steve 
Mason is in that category, 
too. 

With the suspense out of 
the way, here’s six candi¬ 
dates with the potential to 
be that next impenetrable 
presence between the 
pipes over the next two 
months: 

SERGEI BOBROVSKY: The 
25-year-old Russian known 
affectionately as “Bob” 
has helped steer Columbus 
to the playoffs for just the 
second time in franchise 
history. Bobrovsky had five 
shutouts and was ninth in 
the NHL this season with his 
.923 save percentage. The 
Pittsburgh Penguins pose 
a significant challenge as 
the opening opponent, 
but Bobrovsky has stolen 
many games for the Blue 
Jackets.

Gay rights group 
sends petition to IOC 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland 
(AP) — More than 100,000 
members of an internation¬ 
al gay rights group have 
sent messages to the IOC 
urging changes to ensure 
that future Olympic host 
countries do not have dis¬ 
criminatory laws on their 
books. 

The group All Out reiter¬ 
ated its call on the Interna¬ 
tional Olympic Committee 
to overhaul its selection 
process, citing the contro¬ 
versy that surrounded the 
Winter Games in Sochi over 
Russia's law prohibiting so- 
called gay “propaganda.” 
All Out says it delivered its 
message before Tuesday’s 
deadline for public submis¬ 


sions on “Olympic Agenda 
2020,” IOC President Thom¬ 
as Bach's project for re¬ 
forms that will be voted on 
in December in Monaco. 
All Out says more than 
74,000 members signed a 
petition delivered to the 
IOC and another 41,000 
sent their own messages. 
The group wants the IOC 
to require that host coun¬ 
tries have no discriminatory 
laws in place and future 
host city contracts include 
human rights pledges. 
It also urges the IOC to 
amend a clause in the 
Olympic Charter to specifi¬ 
cally prohibit discrimination 
based on sexual orienta¬

Federer took just 52 minutes 
to beat veteran Radek Ste- 
panek 6-1, 6-2, while Nadal 
overcame a rusty start to

The top-seeded Nadal, 
who lost the title to No¬ 
vak Djokovic last year, 
dropped his opening ser¬ 
vice game and trailed 3-1 
in the first set. But from 4-4, 
the Spaniard reeled off six 
straight games, then the 
Russian qualifier broke his 
serve again. “I think I start¬ 
ed little bit slow,” Nadal 
said. “But he was playing 
very, very aggressive, hit¬ 
ting very strong, with no 
mistakes.” 

Nadal's body language 
suggested he was far from 
happy with his perfor¬ 
mance. At times he looked 
glum-faced, other times 
annoyed with his shots. 
His serve was vulnerable. 


too, as he conceded four 
break-point chances — in¬ 
cluding in consecutive ser¬ 
vice games during the sec¬ 
ond set. He clinched vic¬ 
tory with a crisp forehand 
winner. “I felt comfortable 
in the second set,” Nadal 
said. “I think I was playing 
better. “ Federer, returning 
to the tournament for the 
first time since 2011, was far 
more ruthless as he raced 
to 5-0 in 17 minutes. He im¬ 
proved his record against 
the 35-year-old Stepanek 
to 14-2. The Czech has not 
beaten Federer in six years. 
“A bit surprised how well it 
went. On clay, when you 
have the upper hand from 
the baseline, it’s kind of 
hard to get out of it,” Fe¬ 
derer said. “That's kind of 
how it was for Radek. I had 
a good start to both sets, 
I was solid on my own ser¬ 
vice games. It was clearly 
a good match to start my 
clay-court campaign.” 

The fourth-seeded Federer 
next plays another Czech, 
Lukas Rosol, who beat 
Frenchman Michael Llodra 
6-4, 6-4, while Nadal plays 
Italian Andreas Seppi, who 
won 7-6 (5), 5-7, 6-4 against 


Spaniard Pablo Andujar. 
Federer has never won 
Monte Carlo, losing in three 
straight finals to Nadal from 
2006-08. They can’t meet 
again until the final. 
Australian Open champion 
Stanislas Wawrinka, seed¬ 
ed third, was slightly faster 
than Federer, needing only 
46 minutes to thrash Marin 
Cilic of Croatia 6-0, 6-2. 

“I expected a more diffi¬ 
cult first round against him. 

I felt good on the court,” 
Wawrinka said. “I know 
that if I feel good physical¬ 
ly, then I am able to put a 
lot of pressure on my oppo¬ 
nent."

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More former players sue NHL regarding concussions

MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — An¬ 
other group of former NHL 
players has joined the 
fight for compensation for 
head injuries they say they 
incurred while playing, 
while at the same time tar¬ 
geting the violence of the 
game that they believe 
brought about those inju¬ 
ries. Retired players Dave 
Christian, Reed Larson 
and William Bennett filed 
a class action lawsuit in 
federal court on Tuesday 
alleging that the league 


has promoted fighting 
and downplayed the risk 
of head injuries that come 
from it. “I think the glorified 
violence is really the Achil¬ 
les heel for the NHL,” said 
Charles “Bucky” Zimmer¬ 
man, an attorney at Zim¬ 
merman Reed that filed 
the lawsuit on behalf of 
the players. “If anything 
comes of this, the focus on 
the glorified violence and 
perhaps the change to 
that will be a good thing.” 
The lawsuit, which is similar 
to one brought by former 
football players against 


the NFL, joins others filed 
by hockey players in 
Washington and New York 
and seeks monetary dam¬ 
ages and increased medi¬ 
cal monitoring. 

The NHLPA declined to 
comment and a message 
was left with the NHL seek¬ 
ing comment. 

Zimmerman also worked 
on the football litiga¬ 
tion, which resulted in the 
NFL agreeing to pay a 
$765 million settlement to 
thousands of former play¬ 
ers. That settlement is still 
awaiting a judge's ap¬ 


proval, but the headlines 
it generated have been 
partially responsible for 
hockey players mounting 
their own case against the 
NHL. 

“We've seen it in football. 
It’s now here in hockey. 
It's of the same genesis,” 
Zimmerman said. "There’s 
knowledge, we believe, 
that these type of concus- 
sive injuries were known 
and protections were not 
put in place appropriately 
enough and fast enough 
and rules changes were 
not implemented even to¬ 


day in fighting. 

“Players continue to be at 
risk and suffer as a result of 
those risks that they take 
on behalf of the sport. We 
think those are unreason¬ 
able and they should be 
changed and the players 
should be compensated." 
The lawsuit alleges “the 
NHL hid or minimized 
concussion risks from its 
players, thereby putting 
them at a substantially 
higher risk for developing 
memory loss, depression, 
cognitive difficulties, and 
even brain related dis¬ 
eases such as dementia, 
Alzheimer's disease, and 
Parkinson's disease." 

One argument that tries to 
separate the NFL litigation 
from the NHL case is that 
by engaging in fighting, 
players willfully take on 
the health risks that could 
come from that. 

“You could make that ar¬ 
gument only to a point,” 
Zimmerman said. “And 
the point is that the fight¬ 
ing arena would not exist 
and would be outlawed 
as it is in every other level 
of the game had the NHL 
not condoned it and sold 
tickets based upon it and 
promoted the sport in that 
way. It’s not the players 
that promote the sport 
in that way because the 
players don’t implement 
the rules. It's the league 
that implements the rules. 
If they would outlaw fight¬ 
ing, there wouldn't be 
people who would fight." 
Zimmerman said he thinks 
more players will join the 
litigation much in the 
same way the group of 
plaintiffs in the NFL case 
exponentially grew as it 
progressed. 

“The light went on for 
them as the football play¬ 
ers’ story was becoming 
more told,” Zimmerman 
said. “I think the hockey 
players started to see that 
their story was going to be 
heard and told. It's not 
that we haven’t known 
about football players or 
hockey players getting 
hurt. It’s now become 
more important that we 
talk about it and do some¬ 
thing about it rather than 
just benignly let it continue 
into the future.”□

Review: Forward to the past with Windows update

NEW YORK (AP) — Even as 
Microsoft prepares for a fu¬ 
ture dominated by touch¬ 
screen devices, it is steering 
its Windows system to em¬ 
brace more of the past. 

The divide between old 
and new is less pronounced 
in the latest, free update. 
That's a welcome change, 
as that's one of the things 
that annoy me most about 
Windows 8. 

As sales of smartphones 
and tablets grow rapidly, 
Microsoft reshaped Win¬ 
dows so that PCs came to 
look, work and feel more 
like mobile devices. 
Windows 8 has a full-page, 
tablet-like start screen filled 
with large icons, or tiles. 
Traditional mouse and key¬ 
board controls still work, 
but it's more efficient if you 
use touch-screen controls. 
Windows 8 has a desktop 
mode that resembles older 
versions of Windows, but 
it steers users toward the 
touch-centric tile mode. 
Many people hated Win¬ 
dows 8 when it came out in 
October 2012. 

Microsoft responded a 
year later with Windows 
8.1. With the free update, 
people can change set¬ 
tings to boot computers 
directly into the desktop. 
Windows 8.1 restores a 
Start button on the lower 
left corner of the desktop, 
though without all the func¬ 
tionality found in older ver¬ 
sions. Windows 8.1 also lets 
people add their favorite 
desktop apps to a horizon¬ 
tal taskbar at the bottom of 


the screen. 

In short, Windows 8.1 
doesn't try to force people 
into the tile screen as often. 
Still, Windows 8.1 feels like 
two separate systems. Your 
favorite desktop apps are 
on the desktop’s horizontal 
taskbar, while your favorite 
tile-mode apps are on the 
tile-based start screen. How 
you perform tasks such as 
closing an app depends on 
which mode you're in. 

Last week’s update, simply 
called Windows 8.1 Up¬ 
date, brings more consis¬ 
tency: 

— The tile screen now has 
prominent buttons for key 
controls — namely search 
and shutting down. No 
longer do you have to fig¬ 
ure out how to pull those 
options out like a sock 
drawer from the right side 
of the screen. Microsoft 
could have gone further 


by also including a button 
for settings, but I'm getting 
greedy. 

— Closing apps in the tile 
mode used to require mov¬ 
ing your cursor to the top, 
clicking the mouse or press¬ 
ing the screen until the app 
shrinks and dragging all 
that to the bottom. Gone 
was the “x” at the top right 
of all apps to close them. 
That “x” is back, along with 
a button to minimize, or 
hide, the app while leaving 
it running. Unlike past ver¬ 
sions of Windows, these but¬ 
tons at the top disappear 
until you move the cursor to 
the top. The good news is 
this works whether you’re in 
desktop or tile mode, con¬ 
tributing to consistency. 

— That desktop taskbar at 
the bottom now accepts 
your favorite tile-based 
apps as well. You're no lon¬ 
ger left with some of your

favorites in one place, and 
the rest in another. And the 
taskbar now appears when 
you’re in tile mode, too, 
though it’s hidden until you 
move the cursor to the bot¬ 
tom. 

— By default, laptops and 
desktops boot to the desk¬ 
top mode, without a set¬ 
ting change required on 
your part. Tablets still go to 
the tile-based start screen 
more fitting for tablets. 

— Opening a photo, music 
or video file in the desktop 
no longer takes you to a 
tile-based app. You stay in 
the desktop and use desk¬ 
top versions of the apps 
instead. And closing a tile- 
based app now brings you 
to the previously used app, 
not automatically to the 
tile-based start screen. 
These tweaks, though 
small, are significant when 
considered on the whole. 
It’s as though Microsoft is 
acknowledging that tab- 
let-style controls aren’t 
always best for PCs, espe¬ 
cially those without touch 
screens. 

In unveiling the update, 


Microsoft also hinted at a 
future that embraces even 
more of the past: 

— Even with the update, 
you're restricted to two 
to four tile apps on the 
same screen. You can de¬ 
cide how much horizontal 
space each app takes, but 
you can’t adjust the verti¬ 
cal space or have an app 
overlap over part of an¬ 
other. 

Microsoft promises that in 
a future update, you’ll be 
able to run tile apps as reg¬ 
ular windows in the desktop 
mode. As long as you stay 
in the desktop, there would 
no longer be a distinction 
between the two types of 
apps. 

— Clicking on that restored 
Start button in the desktop 
now takes you to the tile- 
based start screen. You 
can’t open apps or access 
settings from that button, 
the way you could with 
previous versions of Win¬ 
dows. In a future update, 
you'll be able to do that. 
Microsoft hasn’t said when 
the next version will come 
out, but that preview and 
last week's update togeth¬ 
er show that Microsoft is lis¬ 
tening to customers. 

Many people have resisted 
buying a Windows comput¬ 
er because of the abrupt 
changes Windows 8 forces 
on users. The latest chang¬ 
es will give potential buyers 
fewer reasons to resist. 

HOW TO GET IT: 

Windows 8.1 Update is a 
free download. 

If you already have Win¬ 
dows 8.1, you can go to 
“Update and recovery” in 
the settings. It will come au¬ 
tomatically if you subscribe 
to automatic updates. 

If you have Windows 8, you 
must upgrade to 8.1 first. It's 
a free update through the 
Windows Store.

NEW YORK (AP) — Gap 

Inc. announced Wednes¬ 
day it plans to more than 
triple sales in China in three 
years as it seeks to grab a 
bigger piece of the overall 
$1.4 trillion global clothing 
market. 

The San Francisco-based 
clothing chain, which op¬ 
erates stores under the 
Gap, Old Navy, Banana 
Republic and Athleta 
brands, generated $300 
million in sales in China in 
the latest fiscal year ended 
Feb. 1. It says China will be 
its biggest growth initiative. 
The company had 81 Gap 
stores in China at the end 
of last year and unveiled 
its first Old Navy store in the 
country earlier this year. 
It plans to open about 30 
additional Gap stores in 
China in the current fiscal 
year. “Gap has the ability 
to grow aggressively in Chi¬ 
na,” Jeff Kirwan, president 
of Gap’s Greater China di¬ 
vision, told investors at the 
company's investor meet¬ 
ing Wednesday. 

Gap is also trying to meld 
its online business with its 
physical stores as it sees 


“We did think that last 
week's downside volatil¬ 
ity would be limited, and 
we're very heartened to 
see a rebound for the first 
three days this week,” he 
said. 

Stocks started climbing 
from the opening bell on 
Wednesday as investors 
cheered the latest quarter¬ 
ly earnings report from Ya¬ 
hoo.

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IBM posts lower IQ earnings on hardware slump

NEW YORK (AP) — IBM’s first- 
quarter earnings fell and 
revenue came in below 
Wall Street’s expectations 
amid an ongoing decline in 
its hardware business, one 
that was exasperated by 
weaker demand in China 
and emerging markets. 

IBM Corp. said Wednesday 
that it earned $2.38 bil¬ 
lion, or $2.29 per share, in 
the January-March period. 


That’s down 21 percent 
from $3.03 billion, or $2.70 
per share, a year earlier. 
Excluding an $870 million 
charge for reorganizing its 
work force and other one¬ 
time items, IBM’s earnings 
were $2.54 per share in the 
latest quarter, matching 
analysts’ expectations. 
Revenue fell 4 percent to 
$22.5 billion, below the 
$22.9 billion that analysts 
polled by FactSet had ex¬ 
pected. It’s the eighth con¬ 


secutive quarter of revenue 
decline. The biggest drop 
was in its systems and tech¬ 
nology unit, or hardware, 
where revenue tumbled 23 
percent to $2.39 billion from 
$3.11 billion. 

"Hardware was a lot worse 
than I thought,” said Dan¬ 
iel Morgan, a Synovus Trust 
portfolio manager who fo¬ 
cuses on technology. He 
was expecting a 12 per¬ 
cent decline and said IBM 
is "really getting hurt” by 


the slowdown in China and 
emerging markets. 
Software, on the other 
hand, performed better 
than he had expected. IBM 
said revenue in this seg¬ 
ment grew 2 percent to 
$5.66 billion from $5.57 bil¬ 
lion. Morgan said he had 
expected a small decline 
of less than 1 percent. 

IBM laid off an undisclosed 
number of workers in the 
past year, though it has also 
made hires in other areas. 


It ended 2013 with 431,212 
employees, down less than 
1 percent from the end of 
2012. For the full year, IBM 
still expects adjusted earn¬ 
ings of at least $18 per 
share. That's higher than es¬ 
timates of $17.88. 

Shares of Armonk, New 
York-based IBM dropped 
$8.32, or 4.2 percent, to 
$188.02 in extended trad¬ 
ing after the results came 
out. The stock had closed 
at $196.40.Q 


Google’s IQ earnings disappoint as ad prices slip

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) —

Although it remains 
among the world's most 
profitable companies, 
Google Inc. is struggling to 
adjust to a shift away from 
desktop and laptop com¬ 
puters to smartphones 
and tablets. The upheaval 
is lowering Google’s ad 
rates because marketers 
aren’t as willing to pay as 
much to pitch consumers 
who are squinting at the 
smaller screens on mobile 
devices. Google's aver¬ 
age rates for ads appear¬ 
ing alongside its search re¬ 
sults fell 9 percent from last 
year. It marked the 10th 
consecutive quarter that 


the company’s “cost-per- 
click" has declined from 
the previous year.

The Associated Press 
CHARLOTTE, North Caro¬ 
lina (AP) — Bank of Ameri¬ 
ca said Wednesday that it 
swung to a loss in the first 
quarter, hurt by $6 billion 
in legal charges. 

The Charlotte, North Caro¬ 
lina, bank reported a loss 
applicable to common 
shareholders of $514 mil¬ 


lion, compared with a 
profit of $1.11 billion a year 
earlier. 

The loss amounted to 5 
cents a share. A year ear¬ 
lier, the bank earned 10 
cents a share. 

Revenue totaled $22.66 
billion after stripping out 
an accounting change. 
That was down 3.8 per¬ 


cent from last year. 

The $6 billion legal ex¬ 
pense stems from a previ¬ 
ously announced settle¬ 
ment with the Federal 
Housing Finance Agency, 
and additional reserves 
for other mortgage-relat¬ 
ed matters. 

The bank also said it 
reached a settlement with 


the Financial Guaranty In¬ 
surance Company, as well 
as separate settlements 
with The Bank of New York 
Mellon, over residential 
mortgage-backed securi¬ 
ties. 

The bank continues to 
slim down as a result of 
the financial crisis. The

And even though many of 
them aren't old enough 
to drive, they have quickly 
learned the art of nego¬ 
tiating and have made 
friends they would never 
meet otherwise. “These kids 
make 10 to 12 transactions 
and before you know it, 
they have a $2,000 pair of 
sneakers or a real nice col¬ 
lection of shoes,” said Suraj 
Kaufman, the owner of 
two popular Nike footwear 
stores in New Jersey called 
Sneaker Room, in Bayonne 
and Jersey City. His stores 
have more than 66,000 fol¬ 
lowers on Facebook. “It’s 
really amazing to see.” 
Teenagers know what 
draws top dollar, and are 
careful to walk like ducks so 
as not to crease new shoes 
they plan to sell quickly. 
At these events, experts 
check the soles, tongues 
and other marks to authen¬ 
ticate shoes. At the con¬ 
vention at the Hotel Penn¬ 
sylvania, cleaning stations 
were also available. 

While money or shoes 
change hands success¬ 
fully on these Saturday af¬ 
ternoons, trades using In- 
stagram and other social 
media have become so 
popular that a new shoe 
- ordered online with the 
purchase snapped via In- 
stagram - may not have 
even arrived before it is re¬ 
sold by some enterprising 
youth. Online and off, busi¬ 
ness is brisk. 

“I can see sneakers be¬ 
coming even bigger than 
the baseball card scene,” 
predicted George Rahor, 
who teams with his son, Ste¬

CAPE CANAVERAL, Florida 
(AP) — SpaceX is shoot¬ 
ing for another launch at¬ 
tempt Friday to deliver sup¬ 
plies to the International 
Space Station. 

NASA confirmed the 
launch date Wednesday, 
two days after a last-min¬ 
ute rocket leak delayed 
the mission. Stormy weath¬ 
er, however, is forecast 
for Friday. Saturday is the 
backup launch date. 
Mission Control has re¬ 
scheduled urgent space¬ 
walking repairs because of 
the new launch time. Two 
U.S. astronauts, Rick Mas- 
tracchio and Steven Swan¬ 
son, had been aiming for a 
Tuesday spacewalk to re¬ 
place a backup computer 
that failed late last week. 
The prime computer has 
been working fine, but 
NASA wants to get a new 
backup installed outside 
the station as soon as pos¬ 
sible. These computers 
control the pointing of the 
radiators and solar wings, 
among other things. 

The spacewalk will be ei¬ 
ther Easter Sunday or next 
Wednesday, depending 
on when — or if — the car¬ 
go ship flies. 

The Dragon contains more 
than 2 tons of supplies, 
including material that 
would prove useful for the 
repair, but is not essential. 
Former space station astro¬ 
naut Christopher Cassidy, 
who’s helping from Hous¬ 


ton, said the spacewalkjob 
should be “pretty straight¬ 
forward" and involve the 
manual turning of just three 
bolts on the computer box. 
“We anticipate it to go 
quickly, but as with any¬ 
thing in space ... you never 
know what's going to be 
thrown at you," said Cas¬ 
sidy, who served on the 
space station last year. 

A bad valve resulted in 


Monday’s helium leak in 
the unmanned Falcon 
rocket, SpaceX reported 
Wednesday. The valve is in 
the system used to sepa¬ 
rate the rocket's first stage. 
Although a backup valve 
was working properly and 
could have supported the 
flight, SpaceX followed its 
own policy of canceling 
a launch in the event of 
equipment problems such 
as this. 

The faulty valve is being 
replaced, the private com¬ 
pany said in a statement, 
and inspections are under¬ 
way to see if anything else 
might be wrong. 

NASA is eager to get these 


supplies to the orbiting lab 
as soon as possible. The 
flight has been on hold 
since mid-March for vari¬ 
ous reasons. Much of the 
cargo is considered criti¬ 
cal, including food, a new 
spacesuit and replace¬ 
ment parts for existing 
spacesuits. 

The SpaceX Dragon and 
Orbital Sciences Corp.’s 
Cygnus cargo ship, which 
launches from Virginia, 
are NASA’s prime means 
of shipment. Russia, Japan 
and Europe also make pe¬ 
riodic deliveries. 

NASA’s space shuttles car¬ 
ried most of the resupply 
load until their retirement 


in 2011; that's when the 
space agency turned to 
private industry to fill the 
gap. NASA is hoping pri¬ 
vate companies will do the 
same for launching astro¬ 
nauts in another few years. 
SpaceX is among the U.S. 
companies vying for that 
job. Until then, Americans 
will be forced to continue 
riding Russian rockets to 
and from the space station 
at steep cost. 

If SpaceX isn’t flying by 
Saturday, then Orbital Sci¬ 
ences will move to the front 
of the launch line, with a 
shipment in early May, of¬ 
ficials said. That would push 
SpaceX into June.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 

Budweiser Made in Ameri¬ 
ca music festival is coming 
to Los Angeles, but who is 
performing and how the 
city will manage the two- 
day concert are still myster¬ 
ies. 

Jay Z and Los Angeles May¬ 
or Eric Garcetti held a news 
conference Wednesday to 
announce the music fes¬ 
tival, which is planned for 
Labor Day weekend and 
will be held simultaneously 
with one in Philadelphia. 
They did not announce 
the lineup of performers 
or address residents’ con¬ 
cerns about the venue — 
a park in downtown Los 
Angeles that is crossed by 
several streets and partially 
surrounded by residential 
buildings. 

The Made in America festi¬ 
val could draw 50,000 con- 
certgoers, Garcetti said. 
Jay Z wants to create a 
festival that brings togeth¬ 


er diverse musical genres, 
where “all walks of life and 
all people can come, and 
it’s in the city and it's not 
some far-off place that 
you can't get to — no dis¬ 
respect to any other festi¬ 
vals," he said, taking an ob¬ 
vious dig at the Coachella 
Valley Music and Arts Festi¬ 
val, held in the desert more 
than two hours east of Los 
Angeles. Jay Z and wife Be- 
yonce each made surprise 
appearances at the event 
last weekend. 

“Look how beautiful this 
park is," he said. “It’s ac¬ 
cessible to everyone." 

The Los Angeles City Coun¬ 
cil has expressed concern 
that such a crowd could 
be disruptive for downtown 
residents. 

County Supervisor Gloria 
Molina attempted to allay 
those worries, saying, “We 
know how to handle all of 
this." 

“I'm sure every single LA 
resident is going to deal 
with a little bit of intrusion 


from time to time, because 
at the end of the day, LA 
is going to have tremen¬ 
dous benefit,” she said, cit¬ 
ing the event's anticipated 
economic infusion to the 


city and its philanthropic el¬ 
ement (some proceeds will 
benefit the United Way of 
Greater Los Angeles). 
Molina also quoted a lyric 
from a Jay Z song: “Los An¬ 


geles has 99 problems, but 
Jay Z and Made in America 
ain’t one.” 

None of the politicians nor 
Jay Z took questions from 
the assembled press.

EL Doctorow to 
receive Library of 
Congress Prize 


NEW YORK (AP) — Novelist 
E.L. Doctorow will be hon¬ 
ored with the Library of 
Congress Prize for Ameri¬ 
can Fiction. Librarian of 
Congress James H. Billing- 
ton made the announce¬ 
ment Wednesday.

NEW YORK (AP) — She's 
famous as an actress for 
"Clueless." But Alicia Sil¬ 
verstone is also famous for 
her sometimes controver¬ 
sial ideas about mothering, 
and now she’s put those 
philosophies down in writ¬ 
ing in a just-published book, 
"The Kind Mama” (Rodale). 
Silverstone, 37, whose son 
Bear Blu is almost 3, says she 
had a wonderful pregnan¬ 
cy and wants other women 
to feel as good as she did. 

"I knew there was anoth¬ 
er way and it would be 
a more enjoyable, lovely 
way,” said Silverstone in a 
recent interview. "So I start¬ 
ed talking to doctors and 
medical experts, doing tons 
of research and found that 
there was so much support 
for this way. I wanted to 
make a guide for women 
so they could have that 
experience that they de¬ 
served to have.” 

As a vegan, Silverstone 
advocates a plant-based 
diet over meat and dairy. 
"When you take plants as 
your medicine and you use 
these nourishing miracles to 


truly get well, everything’s 
easier,” she said, adding, 
“You get to have happy, 
healthy mommas and ba¬ 
bies and when mommy 
feels good, everybody feels 
good. And when babies 
feel good they act really 
well. They're not uncom¬ 
fortable and just struggling 
to process everything that’s 
being done to them. They 
feel amazing and they 
thrive.” 

She also recommends a 
lying-in period after birth, 
where a mother can bond 
with her baby. Silverstone 
says she took 10 days after 
birth to stay in bed with her 
son. Silverstone has made a 
few headlines in the past for 
advocating practices that 
are out of the mainstream: 
After giving birth, she ate 
pills made from the placen¬ 
ta, and in 2012, she aired 
a video of herself practic¬ 
ing pre-mastication — pre¬ 
chewing food for her baby 
and spitting it in his mouth. 
“This is very naive,” she said, 
laughing over the video’s 
hoopla, “but I was surprised 
that anybody paid atten¬ 
tion. I posted it online in my 
little community and in my 


mind, in my little commu¬ 
nity, we’re all minding our 
own business. ... I'm glad 
to hear that people really 
want to know what's going 
on at The Kind Life,” which 
is fhe name of her website. 
One chapter of her book 
is devoted to “The Family 
Bed," having babies sleep 
in the same bed with par¬ 
ents, which Silverstone says 
offers "many benefits." 

The American Academy 
of Pediatrics, however, ad¬ 
vises against co-sleeping 
because of the risk of ba¬ 
bies accidentally being 
suffocated by a sleeping 
adult. Milwaukee recently 
launched a public edu¬ 
cation campaign against 
the practice after 12 ba¬ 
bies died in what officials 
deemed "unsafe sleeping 
conditions.” 

Silverstone is aware of her 
critics on various issues, and 
addresses them throughout 
the book in an “it’s cool 
if others disagree” kind of 
way. “Everything that's in 
the book is there to show 
you why you might want 
to consider it but never to 
say you have to choose it, 
always just to give you infor¬ 
mation and show you that 
if you don’t choose that, 
that's totally fine,” she said. 
Silverstone also says that 
what women eat in preg¬ 
nancy "sets up the taste 
buds for your children’s lives 
...Notthatthose thingscan’t 
be broken or changed, but 
you’re certainly setting a 
great foundation for them 
when you’re eating heal¬ 
ing, natural foods.” 

She added, "Once they’re 
old enough and they start 
seeing these other things, 
you’ve built the founda¬ 
tion.” 

Bear Blu, she says, “loves 
tofu, beans and green veg¬ 
etables,” and when he’s 
tempted by what she con¬ 
siders to be unhealthy food, 
she has a secret weapon. 
"Blueberries are a miracle,” 
she laughed, adding, “It’s 
the easiest thing to dis¬ 
tract them from anything. 
It’s candy. So if they never 
know candy and they only 
know blueberries, isn’t that 
a great thing?"Q 
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Diversity and Dishonesty 



A Wit for All Seasons

Earlier this year, a column by 
a Harvard undergraduate 
named Sandra Y.L. Korn briefly 
achieved escape velocity from 
the Ivy League bubble, thanks 
to its daring view of how uni¬ 
versities should approach aca¬ 
demic freedom. 

Korn proposed that such free¬ 
dom was dated and destruc¬ 
tive and that a doctrine of 
“academic justice’’ should 
prevail instead. No more, she 
wrote, should Harvard permit its 
faculty to engage in “research 
promoting or justifying oppres¬ 
sion” or produce work tainted 
by “racism, sexism, and het¬ 
erosexism.” Instead, academic 
culture should conform to left- 
wing ideas of the good, beau¬ 
tiful and true, and decline as a 
matter of principle “to put up 
with research that counters our 
goals.” 

No higher-up at Harvard en¬ 
dorsed her argument, of course. 
But its honesty of purpose made 
an instructive contrast to the in¬ 
stitutional statements put out in 
the immediate aftermath of two 
recent controversies - the resig¬ 
nation of the Mozilla Founda¬ 
tion’s CEO, Brendan Eich, and 
the withdrawal, by Brandeis Uni¬ 
versity, of the honorary degree 
it had promised to the human 
rights activist Ayaan Hirsi Ali. 

In both cases, Mozilla and 
Brandeis, there was a striking dif¬ 
ference between the clarity of 
what had actually happened 
and the evasiveness of the of¬ 
ficial responses to the events. 
Eich stepped down rather than 
recant his past support for the 
view that one man and one 
woman makes a marriage; Hirsi 
Ali’s invitation was withdrawn 
because of her sweeping criti¬ 
cisms of Islamic culture. But 
neither the phrase “marriage” 
nor the word “Islam” appeared 
in the initial statements Mozilla 
and Brandeis released. 

Instead, the Mozilla statement 
rambled in the language of in¬ 
clusion: “Our organizational cul¬ 
ture reflects diversity and inclu¬ 
siveness. ... Our culture of open¬ 
ness extends to encouraging 
staff and community to share 
their beliefs and opinions. ...” 
The statement on Hirsi Ali was 
slightly more direct, saying that 
“her past statements ... are in¬ 
consistent with Brandeis Univer¬ 
sity’s core values.” But it never 
specified what those state¬ 
ments or those values might 
be - and then it fell back, too, 
on pieties about diversity: “In 
the spirit of free expression that 
has defined Brandeis University 
throughout its history, Ms. Hirsi Ali 
is welcome to join us on cam¬ 
pus in the future to engage in 
a dialogue about these impor¬ 
tant issues.” 


What both cases illustrate, with 
their fuzzy rhetoric masking 
ideological pressure, is a seri¬ 
ous moral defect at the heart of 
elite culture in America. 

The defect, crucially, is not this 
culture’s bias against social 
conservatives, nor its discomfort 
with stinging attacks on non- 
Western religions. Rather, it’s 
the refusal to admit - to others, 
and to itself - that these biases 
fundamentally trump the com¬ 
mitment to “free expression” or 
“diversity” affirmed in mission 
statements and news releases. 
This refusal, this self-deception, 
means that we have far too 
many powerful communities 
(corporate, academic, jour¬ 
nalistic) that are simultaneously 
dogmatic and dishonest about 
it - that promise diversity but 
only as the left defines it, that fill 
their ranks with ideologues and 
then claim to stand athwart 
bias and misinformation, that 
speak the language of pluralism 
while presiding over commu¬ 
nities that resemble the beau 
ideal of Sandra Y.L. Korn. 
Harvard itself is a perfect ex¬ 
ample of this pattern: As Patrick 
Deneen of Notre Dame point¬ 
ed out when the column was 
making waves, Korn could only 
come up with one contempo¬ 
rary example of a Harvardian 
voice that ought to be silenced 

- “a single conservative octo¬ 
genarian,” the political philoso¬ 
phy professor Harvey Mansfield. 
Her call for censorship, Deneen 
concluded, “is at this point al¬ 
most wholly unnecessary, since 
there are nearly no conserva¬ 
tives to be found at Harvard.” 

I am (or try to be) a partisan 
of pluralism, which requires 
respecting Mozilla's right to 
have a CEO whose politics fit 
the climate of Silicon Valley, 
and Brandeis’ right to rescind 
degrees as it sees fit, and Har¬ 
vard’s freedom to be essentially 
a two-worldview community, 
with a campus shared uneasily 
by progressives and corporate 
neoliberals, and a small corner 
reserved for token reactionary 
cranks. 

But this respect is difficult to 
maintain when these institutions 
will not admit that this is what 
is going on. Instead, we have 
the pretense of universality - the 
insistence that the post-Eich 
Mozilla is open to all ideas, the 
invocations of the “spirit of free 
expression” from a school that’s 
kicking a controversial speaker 
off the stage. 

And with the pretense, increas¬ 
ingly, comes a dismissive at¬ 
titude toward those institutions 

- mostly religious - that do ac¬ 
knowledge their own dogmas 
and commitments and ask for 
the freedom to embody them 
and live them out. 

It would be a far, far better thing 
if Harvard and Brandeis and 
Mozilla would simply say, explic¬ 
itly, that they are as ideological¬ 
ly progressive as Notre Dame is 
Catholic or BYU is Mormon or 
Chick-fil-A is evangelical, and 
that they intend to run their insti¬ 
tution according to those lights. 

I can live with the progressivism. 
It’s the lying that gets toxic.Q

I don’t remember much about 
being on Stephen Colbert’s 
show. It all passed in a blur of 
fear. 

I remember him coming into 
the makeup room to remind 
me that he was going to be in 
character as a jerk. 

I remember that he held up my 
book about gender and asked 
if it was “soft-core porn.” 

I remember he asked me 
if I wanted to hold his Pea¬ 
body and I told him I did, so 
he jumped up to grab the TV 
award from the mantel. 

The experience reminded me 
of a 1937 musical called “A 
Damsel in Distress,” where Fred 
Astaire guided Joan Fontaine, 
clearly not a dancer, around a 
lawn, soaring for both of them. 
Colbert was as quicksilver with 
his wit as Fred was with his feet. 
And like Astaire’s more talented 
partner Ginger Rogers, who 
had to dance backward and 
in heels, Colbert was doing two 
things at once that were very 
hard. He was dazzling as a sati¬ 
rist and improv comedian while 
mimicking a buffoonish right- 
wing broadcaster. 

Jon Stewart once described the 
level of difficulty to me this way: 
“It’s as though you’re doing 
your show in Portuguese.” 

The reason “The Colbert Report” 
worked, Stewart said, when I in¬ 
terviewed the two comics for 
Rolling Stone in 2006, was that 
Colbert could act like an ob¬ 
noxious egoist, but his “basic 
decency can’t be hidden.” 


Colbert is witty and a good in¬ 
terrogator without being twist¬ 
ed, as Johnny Carson was. 

He’s inventive, like the comic 
genius he will replace, but not 
tortured like David Letterman. 

In person, Colbert is a nice guy, 
but not as monologue-mono- 
maniacal as Jay Leno. Colbert 
has lived the life of a subur¬ 
ban soccer dad and Catholic 
Church-going Sunday school 
teacher in Montclair, N.J., with 
a beautiful wife he’s nuts about, 
Evie McGee, and three kids. 
He’s not an ingratiating boy 
next door, like Jimmy Fallon, or 
a scorchingly candid curmud¬ 
geon, like Letterman. 

No one, including the CBS presi¬ 
dent, Les Moonves, and the 
host himself, is sure what his new 
show will be like because we’ve 
so rarely seen Colbert when he 
wasn’t playing a character. 

And it’s a sad double blow, af¬ 
ter all. It’s not only Letterman 
who’s retiring, but the blowhard 
doppelganger of Colbert. 
Carson was the Walter 
Lippmann of comedy, wield¬ 
ing enormous influence over 
the reputations of politicians he 
mocked. Stewart and Colbert 
took it a step further. They be¬ 
came Murrow and Cronkite for 
a generation of young viewers. 
It was a measure of how serious¬ 
ly Washington viewed Colbert 
that in 2007, Rahm Emanuel, 
then the Democratic Caucus 
chairman, told freshman Demo¬ 
crats to stay off Colbert’s show. 
And Colbert has to be the only 
person who testified before 
Congress as a bit. 

Rush Limbaugh and some other 
conservatives bristled at news 
that Colbert was moving to 
the more mainstream network 
platform; they know he can be 
brilliantly effective about the 
absurdity and doublespeak of 
politics. 

“CBS has just declared war on 
the heartland of America,” Lim¬ 
baugh said. 

Colbert said in the Rolling Stone 
interview that his agenda was 
humor, not social change, not¬ 
ing: “Peter Cook was once 
asked if he thought that satire 


had a political effect. He said, 
‘Absolutely, the greatest satire 
of the 20th century was the Wei¬ 
mar cabaret, and they stopped 
Hitler in his tracks.’” 

Except for supporting JFK, Col¬ 
bert’s parents were not very 
political or liberal. Colbert kept 
a Nixon poster above his office 
desk. “Nixon was the last liber¬ 
al president,” he told me. “He 
supported women’s rights, the 
environment, ending the draft, 
youth involvement, and now 
he’s the boogeyman?” 

After his appearance at the 
White House Correspondents 
Dinner in 2006, where he sliced 
W. so surgically that the speech, 
which fell flat in the room, went 
viral on liberal websites, Colbert 
looked shaken. 

“I didn’t want to be subversive,” 
he told me. “I just wanted to be 
funny.” He said he was not try¬ 
ing to throw a Molotov cocktail, 
as a critic charged. He agreed 
with one of his writers, who 
told him, “You threw a bottle 
of grape soda that happened 
to have a lit rag in the neck, 
and the room was soaked with 
gasoline.” He describes himself 
as “an omnivore,” who loves 
everything from “A Man for All 
Seasons” to “Jackass,” from hip- 
hop to Ovid in the original Latin. 
He had 10 older siblings. But af¬ 
ter his father and the two broth¬ 
ers closest to him in age died in 
a plane crash when he was 10 
and the older kids went off to 
college, he said, he was “pretty 
much left to himself, with a lot 
of books.” 

He said he loved the “strange, 
sad poetry” of a song called 
“Holland 1945” by an indie 
band from Athens, Ga., called 
Neutral Milk Hotel and sent me 
the lyrics, which included this 
heartbreaking bit: 

“But now we must pick up every 
piece 

Of the life we used to love 
Just to keep ourselves 
At least enough to carry on... . 
And here is the room where 
your brothers were born 
Indentions in the sheets 
Where their bodies once moved 
but don’t move anymore.”□ 
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A Thriving Market Where Air Jordans Are Blue Chips

With sneakers slung around 
their shoulders and pock¬ 
ets full of cash, young boys 
huddle in hotel ballrooms 
and high school gyms, 
shouting and bartering as 
though they belong on a 
trading room floor. 

“What do you want for 
them?" John Leonardo 
asked at one recent event 
in New Jersey. 

“What's your offer?” some¬ 
one hollered back. 

In a flurry of transactions, 
John, who is only 13 years 
old, bought, sold or ex¬ 
changed 20 pairs of de¬ 
signer basketball sneakers 
and walked away with four 
more pairs than he started 
with. His collection’s retail 
value climbed to $1,155 
from $340. 

John, an eighth-grade 
student from Manalapan, 
N.J., and thousands of 
other teenage “sneaker¬ 
heads” have formed a 
thriving subculture using 
Instagram, Facebook and 
weekend conventions to 
spot, sell and trade cov¬ 
eted, sometimes limited 
edition pairs of designer 
basketball shoes. 
Teenagers who have 
grown up with eBay and 
the Internet have learned 
the art of trading up, and 
sometimes earning a profit 
in the process. 

Jake White, 14, of Free¬ 
hold, N.J., has 81 pairs in 
his collection, helped a 
lot by gifts from his par¬ 
ents. He estimates they’ve 
spent $11,000 on shoes 
and could probably make 
$20,000 if he sold them all. 
“I know just about every¬ 
thing about sneakers,” he 
said. “I only wear them 
in the summer because I 
don’t want to take down 
the value of them.” 

While the lucrative retail 
business for sneakers - and 
the exclusive lines that at¬ 
tract overnight campers 
outside elite stores - have 
existed for decades now, 
this teenager-filled market¬ 
place (or high-end sneak¬ 
er exchange) has spread 
from city to city in the last 
few years. It’s the latest 
phase of the sports foot¬ 
wear craze that began 30 
years or so ago when the 
National Basketball Asso¬ 


ciation forbade Michael 
Jordan, then a rookie, from 
wearing his Nike Air Jordan 
1 's on the court because 
they didn’t meet the dress 
code. 

To this day, no player's 
line comes close to Nike’s 
Jordan-branded footwear, 
sales of which reached 
$2.5 billion last year. Over¬ 
all, basketball sneaker 
sales made up $4.5 bil¬ 
lion of the total $21 billion 
athletic shoe business, ac¬ 
cording to Princeton Retail 
Analysis. 

And the teenage traders 
attending these conven¬ 
tions know the market, re¬ 
citing resale values, the 
buzz of a hot trade and the 
debut dates for new pairs 
as easily as others can spit 
out baseball stats. 

Joseph Diorio, 34, the 
owner of SoleXChange, 
hosts and sponsors trading 
events in major cities like 
New York and Miami and 
likens the sneaker trading 
craze to the comic book 
business. 

At a convention Diorio 
sponsored last month in 
the Hotel Pennsylvania in 
Manhattan, hundreds of 
students carted shoe box¬ 
es in duffel bags and back¬ 
packs into a 40,000-square- 
foot space. At many of 
these events, held nearly 
weekly around the coun¬ 
try, those who pay a $25 
entry fee to enter as trad¬ 
ers can lug in a maximum 
of five pairs to barter or sell 
and then generally earn 
between $300 and $800, 
depending on the venue. 
To get display space like 
a real vendor, attendees 
can pay about $125 for a 
three-person table - and 
average a share of $2,000 
to $4,000 a day, with highs 
reaching nearly $20,000. 
The mostly male, mostly 
teenage hawkers at these 
conventions may have 
little in common but their 
envy for other collectors' 
wares. 

They wander up and down 
aisles holding sneakers high 
on top of boxes carried 
aloft like pizza pies, or set 
up shop on the floor with a 
stacked tower of shoes on 
display.
